"Queſtion, / = your Belief concerning the Bleſſed Trinity, as our 
erm 1s? 
| Anſwer, Our Belief is, that in the Unity of the God- 
head there is Fatber, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, being 
thoſe Three Divine Witneſſes that bezr Record in Heaven, the Father, the 
Word, and the Holy Spirit ; and that theſe Three are One, according to Holy 
Scripture Teſtimony. 

Queſt. Do you Believe the Divinity and Humanity of Jeſus Chriſt the Etern.l Son of 
Ged, or that Jeſus Chriſt is truly God and Man ! 

Anſw. Yes, we verily believe that Jeſus Chriſt is truly God and Man, according 
as Holy Scripture Teltifies of Him, God over all bleſſed for ever, th. true God 
and Eternal Life, the One Mediator between God and Men, even the Man Chrift 
Jeſus. 

Queſt. Do you believe and expeft Salvation, and Fuſtification, by the Righteouſneſs 
and Merits of Jeſus Chriſt, or bypbur own Righteouſneſs or Works ? 

Anſw. By Jeſus Chriſt his Righteouſneſs, Meritsand Works, and not by our own, 
God is not indebted to us for our deſervings, but we to Him for his free Grace 
in Chriſt Jeſus, whereby we are ſaved through Faith in Him ( not of our ſelves ) 
and by his Grace inabled truly and acceptableyto ſerve and follow Him as He re- 
quires; He is our Allin All, who worketh all in vs that is well pleaſing to God. 

Queſt. Do you believe Remiſſion of Sin, and Redemption through the Syfferings, 
Death, and Bloodof Chriſt ?

Queſt. Do you belic = ak, he Divine Offices of Feſus Chriſt in his Church ? 

Anſw. Yes, verily we ſincerely believe and own Chrilt, not only as He 1s the 
Light of the World, enlightning every Man coming into 1t ; but alſo that he 1s 
viven for a Leader, and for a Commander. And that he is both King, Prieſt, and 
Prophet to and over His Church and People: He is the Miniſter of the Sanctuary 
which the Lord pitched, and not Man, and we are to hear Hum tn all things. 

Queſt. Do you Believe or own Baptiſm as Eſſential to Chriſtianity, or neceſſary to 

Salvation, and for the Ingrafting us into Chriſt and His Church? 

Anſw. We believe and are tully perſwaded, That Baptiſm which is Eſſential to 
Chriſtianity, and the ſaving Baptiſm, or the Cauſe without which none can be 
true Chriſtians, or ſaved, is the inward or ſpiritual waſhing, of Regeneration by 
the Word of Life. This is the ſaving Baptiſm into Chrilt and His Church, which 
produceth the Anſwer of a Good Conſcience towards God, of which the outward 
was a Figure, 1 Pet.3.21. This is that Oc Baptiſm of Chriſt by one Spirit into 
that one Body, whereot Ciiriſt is Head. | 

As to Dipping or Sprinkling Infants, or Young Children we find no Precept or 
Precedent in holy Scripture for the practice thereot, and therefore we cannot think 
our not believing it Eſſential ( or neceſſary ) to ſalvation, or making Chriffians;, a 
fafficient Argument to Prove us 70 Chriſtians ( unlets it can be proved that none are 
ſaved without it, and thatall are ſaved that have it. ) Conſidcing alſo what's Po- 
fitively affirmed in the 39 Articles; as in the 6th Article, / h.it whatſoever 15 not 
Read inthe Holy Scriptures, nor may be proved thereby, is not to be requred of ary 
Man, That it ſhould be believed as an Article of the Faith, or be thought requiſite or neceſ- 
ſary to Salvation. And in the 2oth Article, That the Church ought nor to Decree or 
Enforce any thing againſt or beſides Holy Writ, to be believed for neceſſity of Salvation 3 
And in Article 21. That things ordain'd by General C ouncils as neceſſary to ſalvationy 
have neither ſtrength nor Authority, unleſs that they be taken out of holy ſcripture. | 

Queſt. Do you believe or own the Lords ſupper, either as a ſign of the Love that C hri 
ſtians ought to have among themſelves, or as a ſeal of the Saints Communion and Comme 
moration of Chriſts Death for us, or as Figurative of C hriſts Body and Blood ſpiritually 
received by Faith, : 

Anſw. The Supper of the Lord we own, and tenderly conſider in a twofol 
ſenſe, 1.1n the Figure. 2. In the Subſtance. 1. That our Lord Jeſus Chriſt at his ſ# 
per with His Diſciples, did eat the paſſover { which was for the fulfilling and co! 
Gmmation of the Feaſts under the Law; ) ſee Luke 22. And at this ſ«pper He did 
take and Miniſter Bread and the Cup to his Diſciples (for there was no Tranſub- 
ſantiation) ſaying, This do in Remembrance of me ; and ſaid the Apoltle, As often 
as ye (hall eat this Bread, and drink this Cup, ye ſhew the Lords Death till he come, 
i Cor. 11. After this they did more clearly know His coming - and Chriſt after 
the Spirit z Jeſus Chrift in them, 2 Cor 13. 5. & 5. 16. 2. And Chriſt faid to his 
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Tifciples, I will not Drink henceforth of this Fruit of the Vine until that day I drink it 
$ nog with you in my Fathers Kingdom, Mat. 26. 29. And likewiſe of the Bread 
Iwpill not any more eat thereof, until it be fulfilled in the Kingdom of God , Luke 
y. 16, And hefurther ſaid, / appoint unto you a Kingdom as my Father hath ap- 
itedto me that ye may Eat and Drink at my Table in my Kingdom,&c.Luke 22.29,30. 
theſe things we believe he ſpoke mylteriouſly, and that every Member of his 
iritual Church, doth daily ſpiritually partake of his Body and Blood by Faith, 

zs the Cup of Bleſſing which we Bleſs, is it not the Communion of the Blood of 
Chriſt? And the Bread which we break, isit not the Communion of the Body of 
Chriit ? for we being many are "ne Bread, and One Body, for we are all partakers 
f that ONE Bread, 1 Cor to. 15, 16,*'17. The Son of God ſaith, Bcheld 1 
tand at th: Door and knock, if any Man here my Voice, and open the door, I will come 
'into him and will SU Þ with him, and he with me, Rev. 3. 20. And Wiſdom cal- 


Hleth to the ſimple, Come Ear of my Bread, and Drink, of my Wine, Prov. 9. 4, 5. 


And ſaith Chriſt, The Bread of God is he that cometh down from Heaven,and rivet Life 
unto the World, IT amthat Bread of Life ; my Fleſh, is Meat indeed, and 7:y Blood is 
Drink, indeed, He toat Eateth my Fleſh, and Drinketh my Blocd, dwelleth in me, and 
Linhim, John 6. We believe that all who thus do truly partake of Chriſt by 
Faith, are in true Communion and Love -among themſelves, which they do wanr 
whoare only in the outward Obſervations of S:gn and Shadows. 
Queſt. Do you own the Seals of the New Covenant ? 
Anſw, Yes, as the New Covenant is ſpiritual, ſo are the Seals thereof ( as they 
may be termed ) proper to it, and therefore we believe they ſtand not in any ex- 
al Shadow, Sign- or Figure, but in /p:rie and ſ#bſtance, the ſeals of the New 
MYProagt which is inward and ſpirityal ) muſt needs be the Evidence, Teſtimo- 
acdIntereſt in that Coventir: © ote what the Holy Scripture ati QT PHE 
2 Cor.

In the New Covenant, Jeſus Chriſt is our 
Paſſover, and the Feaſt is to be kept with unleavened Bread of fincerity and truth ; 
and here the One Bread of Life is known and received.
